It is difficult, 
alfo, to rétifhorher fermons, after being regaled by 
the elégat Voltimes of Blair. Yes, under thefe dif- 
advantages, I’ have again and again perufed, with 
grea pleafure, this recent publication, Whether it 
be, that thé partiality of a friend difcerns, in-every 
line, the genuine feelings of a devout heart; or, that 
the fimplicity of the language, and originality of the 
manner, have. fome fafcinating charm; or, from 
whatever other caufeit proceeds ; yet fo it is, that 
I am inclined to afhgn to thefe Sermons a very high 
rank among productions of that nature. They pof- 
f-fs al] the excellencies of Stern, without’ his levity 
and affected peculiarities. Dettitute of all orna- 
ment, and-aiming only at perfpicuity, they have the 
fingular merit of not fatiguing the*readet ; and, 
without attempting to:lay hold on thé imagination, 
or to raife the pafhons, by fome natural and majterly 
touches, they frequently reach the heart.
